As a matter of expedience, 
the Agency can settle a minor claim in favor of the Government when 
the full liquidated value of damages is conceded. Otherwise, the 
G,A#0* has sole power and discretion of settling or forwarding to 
Justice for collection through court action. Sims the cause of action 
arose in a enntrlhiitory negligence juri sdiction, only the slightest 

degree of negligence on| i |part would preclude our rcgfvWJ'MTL 

As the facts now stand, the advisability of taking the case to court 
may w®H be questioned. The Question of security also appears to be a 
matter for consideration. Since it is obviously impossible to associate 
our car with the Agency and still obscure the driver* s relationship, 
it may not be advisable to expose our employee to any additional 
publicity* The coment of the cognizant Administrative Officer regard- 
ing the advisability of submitting the claim to G.A.O. through routine 
channels is therefore requested for the assistance of the Deputy Executive 
in recommending further action to the Finance Officer#
